You can minimize this 
background noise by following these 
guidelines: 

□ Decide which volume control you 
would like to use as the master level 
control: the DTT2200 volume 
control or the program source's 
volume control. 

If you choose to use the DTT2200 
volume control, first set the program 
source's volume control high (at 
least 70% of the maximum level). 
Where there is more than one 
software level control, set all volume 
controls high. Then leave the 
controls. Use the DTT2200 volume 
control to adjust overall output.
